surance, 


Mr. Stambaugh was near the barn 


\vaen it was struck and as the bolt 
hit the gable end of the building, he 
hastened into it to remove tiie stock. 
The fire gained rapid headway and 
by the time neighbors had reached 
the place nothing could be gotten 
from barn and their efforts were 
turned toward saving the outbuild- 
ings and 
dwelling house, located 


about 30 feet from the barn. 


Seven head of horses and two

mense period of 4000 years. 
The 


great Hebrew documents (the Old 
Testament), which propound the bar- 
rasMiig problem of the origin of hu- 
man sorrows, would have been im- 
possible without the pious and schol- 
arly teaching of these pro-Semitic 


Fertile Eggs Cause Big Loss. 


the conclusions of Dr. Steven Lang- 
don. 
professor of Assyriology in Ox- 


ford University, who has completed 
a translation of a tablet now in the 
possession of the Pennsylvania Uni- 
versity Museum, and which Dr. Lang- 
ilon says is at least 1000 years older 
than the account of the Creation told 
in the Book of Genesis. 


With the completion of the trans- 


lation and the publication by the Mu- 
seum of Dr. Langdon's work it is cer- 
tain that the ancient tablet will be- 
come the center of much theological 
study and discussion by Biblical au- 
thorities and students. Dr. Langdon's 
views are those of the higher criti- 
cism, and he distinctly makes the 
early chapters of the Bible dependent 
on Sumerian theology, first revealed 
to the world in the many tablets at 
the University Museum. This Sume- 
rian theology"antedates Semetic the- 
oloay by many centuries. 


The Oxford professor says that the 


tablet on which he bases his conclu- 
sions was written more than 4000 
years ago. possibly =000 years. and 
evidently records a tradition which 
goes ba'ck to the early history of 
man. The Babylonian and Sumerian 
accounts place "the flood at something 
like 35.000 B. C. and the lapse of time 
between the creation and the flood 
is filled by 10 Kings who reigned al- 
together 4^2.000 years, an average of 
43,200 years each. 
The reason _that 


Jater "kings 
reigned comparatively 


short periods is that Noah sinned in 
eating of the cassia tree. 


According to Dr. Langdon, Eve did 


not give Adam an apple to eat _and 
thus bring about the fall of man from 
a state of innocence. 
Ji was Noah 


who was ordered not to eat of the 
cassia tree in the Garden of Para- 
dise, but he did. and then the curse 
fell upon him. The curse -was thai he 
should have ill-health and an early 
death instead of living to be 50,000 
years old, like fas ancestors. And all 
his descendants have participated in 
the curse. 


The tablet is in the form of a 


hymn, in much the same style as ihe 
Hebrew poetry of the Bible. Enki, 
the water god and his consort, Ni- 
nella. ruled over mankind in Para- 
dise,'which is called Dilmun, and lo- 
cated on the east coast of the Ara- 
bian Gulf, about 100 miles from the 
mouth of the Tigris-Euphrates sys- 
tem. Here from the Creation to the 
flood men lived in _a state of inno- 
cence. 
It is specially stated that 


there was no headache there and no 
disease of the eye. The beasts did not 
harm men, "no one changed a canal.^ 
no one said "thou art an old -woman" 
or "thou art an old man." There -were 
no storms and everything was com- 
plete happiness. 
For some reason men displeased 


the gods. Unfortunately neither here 
nor elsewhere is it fully explained, 
but apparently he did not -worship 
the gods with sufficient fervor as it 
appears that men were created simp- 
ly 'to satisfy the gods with a sense of 
their importance by extended human 
worship. So it was decided to over- 
•wheirn all men with the flood- 


Nintu. a goddess .who had created 


men out of clay powerless to save 
all, by craft managed to have the 
king who is here called Tagtug, 
which is variously rendered Ziugid- 
du. Utnapishtim and is an equivalent 
according to Dr. Langdon of the Su- 
merian Nuuh, which is none other 
than Noah. So a ship was prepared 
for the king and his companions. The 
flood lasted nine months. Afterwards 
Mintu introduced Noah to the god i 
Enki. telling how she had saved him 
and other pious ones. Enki took him 
to the temple and revealed secrets. 


Noah became a gardner and was 


instructed in all plants by Nintu and 
was ordered not to eat of the cass:a. 
But Noah did not obey, whereupon 
Nintu afflicted him with bodily weak- 
ness and he lived along an undeter- 
mined number of years subject to ill- 
ness and all his descendants died 
early deaths, comparatively speaking 


Tablets which have been decipher- 


ed by Dr. Poebel show that none of 
Tegtug's successors, vrith a fcv/ ex- 
ceptions, ruled mere than normal 
years. They tapered oft very sud- 
denly from enormous figure*- to 2700, 
to 1200. to 100. and finally to normal ^ 
lengths of reigns. In the Bible thej 
same proportion is shown, only, the 
figures are smaller. The ten Biblical 
patriarchs lived an average of over 
900 years until the flood, then have a 
fev/bundred years of life for several

Fanner^ lose millions of dollars an- 


niialiy from bad methods of produc- 
ing a'nd handling eggs.

You can save the money 
now lost from blood rings by keep- 
ing the male bird from your flock af- 
ter the hatching season is over. 


The rooster does not help the hens 


to lay. He merely fertilizes the germ 
of the egg. The fertile germ in hot 
weather quickly becomes a blood 
blood ring, which spoils the egg for 
food and market. Summer heat has 
the same effect on fertile eggs as the 
hen or incubator. Infertile eggs will 
not become blood rings. After the 
hatching season cook, sell, or pen 
your rooster. 
Your hens not run- 


ning with a male bird will produce 
infertile eggs—quality eggs that keep 
best and market best. 


Rules for handling eggs on the 


farm: 


Heat is the great enemy of eggs, 


both fertile and infertile. 
Farmers 


are urged to follow these simple 
rules, which cost nothing but time 
and thought and will add dollars to 
the poultry yard returns: 


1. Keep the nests clean: provide 


one nest for ever four hens. 


2. Gather the eggs twice daily. 
3. Keep the eggs in a cool, dry 


room or cellar. 


4. Market the eggs at least twice 


a week.

Apples Fall After Spraying. 


A fruit grower at Pottstown. Pa.. 


wrote to State Zoologist H. A. Sur- 
face. Harrisburg. saying that 
spraying for the codling moth seems 
to have been a failure, as his apples 
are dropping at the rate of twenty- 
five to seventy-five percent of the 
crop. He says that he sprayed with 
three pounds of arsenate of lead in 
forty-five gallons of. water as the 
blossoms we_re falling, and wants to 
know wherein the spraying failed, or 
why the fruit is falling? The follow- 
ing is a portion of the letter he re- 
ceived in reply: 


"Spraying does not always keep 


fruit from falling. It may fall from 
several causes beside worms, chief of 
which is unfavorable conditions as to 
temperature or moisture. 
Spraying 


is simply to keep pests from injuring 
the .part of the tree to which the 
spray is applied. I suppose that your 
sprayed fruit is sound, especially if 
sprayed at the right time, but even 
though sound it is liable to fail. 


"Your three pounds of arsenate of 


lead to forty-five gallons of water 
was very strong. 
Ordinarily one 


pound of cry arsenate of lead or two 
pounds 
of lead 
paste 
would be 


enough, but three pounds of arsenate 
of lead paste would not be too much. 
You should have used some blue- 
stone and iirne -with it. thus making 
the Bordeux mixture. 
This would 


have kept the leaves healthy, and 
these, in turn, help to retain the fruit. 
You must understand that the arse- 
nate of lead will kill chewing insects, 
such as codling moth, that are liable 
to follow shortly after spraying, but 
the Bordeux mixture is used to keep 
the leaf and fruit healthy. 
ihis is 


three pounds of bluestone and four 
pounds of lime in fifty gallons oi 
water, and to this -we add the arse- 
nate of lead. This helps to keep the 
fruit 
from 
dropping. 
If I 
must 


choose between the Bordeux mixture 
spraj* with the blue-stone and lime 
alone, and the arsenate of lead spray

Of tbe 25 per cent *>lld matter th» 
principal-constituent Is carbon, nearly 
all of which IB'absorbed from ttw at- 
mosphere by the action of minute bod- 
es contained in the green learea. 
Plant* also absorb oxygen, hydrogen 
and nitrogen from the atmospuera 
through their leaves and also through 
their roots. All contribute to building 
up tbe organic structure of the plant 
Used up moisture is given off by plants 
through their leaves, Just as animal* 
perspire through the pores of tlteLc 
skins. 
Calculations made as to lUe 


amount of water thus perspired by 
plants show that the sunflower, ouly 
three and one-half feet high, gives off 
as much moisture as a man. 


How the Flow of a River It Measured. 


If you see a man leaning over tUa 


railing of a bridge intently watching 
the river with a telephone receiver at 
his ear do not think that the uiaa la 
trying to talk to tbe fishes or to a 
diver below the surface. He is proba- 
bly one of the government's engineers 
measuring the amount of water pass- 
ing under the bridge. This is done by 
lowering an instrument known as a 
current meter into the water at several 
points under the bridge to determine 
the speeil o£ the water and by meas- 
uring tbe depths of tbe water at the 
same points. From such information 
the flow of the river at that particular 
time and height cau be computed, and 
when such measurements have been 
made at a miuiber of different heights 
the flow of the stream at any height 
can be determined. Then if a record 
of the height of the river is obtained 
each day from a river gauge the flow 
for each clay ran be computed.

This was a serious mat- 
ter with him. for if captured bearing 
arms against his former comrades he

2Morrison was taken prisoner by the 
British, was recognized as a former 
British orik-cr and sent to Philadel- 
phia, then occupied by the English.
